After the long American occupation, and the commer- 
cial contacts due to the “free trade within the Empire policy, 
it is natural that the English language 18 either the mother 
tongue or the second “medium” of practically the whole popula- 
tion of the metropolis. Three quarters of the books on sale in 
the book-sellers shops are in that language, a8 well as the lead- 
jig newspapers, even if they are owned by Filipinos and publish 
Spanish supplements. A large number of, the leading firms have 
names with which we are familiar in Hong Kong, ‘and everybody 
is agreed that Manila is, booming. x ’ 

‘We should expect therefore that the relationship between 
our own community and one_which is separated only by a few 
hundred miles of ocean traversed by numerous shipping lines 
would be intimate. Europeans in the Far East are a mere 
handful.of people, even if we lump them all together, lost in an 
alien multitude, and when they meet, each other socially they 
find many points of common interest. What we do not find is 
any recognition of such-commoh interests in the policies of the 
Governments to which they, owe allegiance, or any reflection of 
them in the books and newspapers that they read. Questions 
asked and’ answered revealed the most candid surprise at even 
go elementary a fact as that Hong Kong is a free trade port, 
and the next question was-usually how does the Government pay 
its wiy? a :
